The conferees have been urged to abandon 
the senate rates, which are those of the ex- 
isting law, and agree to the heavy increases 


a Littauer in Inner Circle. 

Today witnessed the spectacle of the visit 
to the conference committee room of former 
Congressman Lucius N Littauer, who is a 
big New York glove manufacturer and who 
has been the strongest advocate of the house 
gates on gloves. 

No other representative of a business inter- 
est, so far as can be learned, has been admit- 
ted behind the closed doors of the conference 
chamber 

Some days ago it was understood generally 
that the conferees had tentatively agreed to 
adopt the senate rate on gloves. This agree- 
ment was in accordance with the wish of the 
president, whohad carefully investigated the 
glove situation and come to the conclusion 
that no increase of rages was necessary. 

Mr. Littauer hastened to the White house 
and made an honest argument in behalf of 
the house rates, describing the disadvantage 

suffered by the glove manufacturing busi- 
ness in this country on account of competi- 
tion from abroad where cheap labor is avail- 
able 

The fact that it takes some time to develop 
satisfactory glovemakere was dwelt upon, 
but when they did know their trade they 

would be invincible, he said. 


Arguments by Littauer. 

Mr. Littauer believed it was desirable that 
‘the American market should be supplied by 
| American workingmen. He asserted confi- 
* @ently there would not be an Increase in the 
price of gloyes to the consumer if the higher 
‘tates were adopted. But the former con- 
gréssman was not able to convince Mr. Taft 
that his cause was one which the president 
could approve. 

The vice president of the United States, 


| Speaker Cannon, and other influential public 


men aleo discussed the mater with the presi- 
dent, but he remained firm and communi- 
cated his views to members of the conference 
committee. 

Ang one who knows Mr. Littauer realizes 
he is not a man beaten easily. While he was 
in congress he was recognized aa one of its 
most courageous members. He took upon 
his shoulders the odium of introducing the 
bill increasing the salary of members of con- 
gress from $5,000 to $7,500. 

During the fight for the Republican vice 
presidential nomination Mr. Littauer was 
the determined champion of Mr. Sherman, 
and the latter is grateful for his support. 


Strong Supporter of Cannon. 
The glove manufacturer ardently support- 
ed the Republican ticket and he also ap- 


peared in the fight over the rules in the house 


of representatives and is credited with using 
powerful influence in New York and with 
bringing about Democratic support of the 
cause which Speaker Cannon had so much 
at heart.

Beat Women on Bare Flesh.

Mrs. Merrill admitted on cross examina- 
tion that she had Seen systematic in the 
distribution of all that money. Whenever 
she gave this girl $7,000 in §1,000 bills, 
or that ane $3,000, she entered an account 
of the transaction with the name, date, and 
amount, in one of her Httle memorandum 
books. 

All of these books, containing the full 
account of the expenditures made in this 
activity, she had given to Mr. Hartridge for 
safe keeping last October. Mr. Hartridgea, 
who ceased to be Thaw’s counsel after the 
first trial om the murder charge, now has a 
suit pending against Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw

Court Battle Long Lived. 


Neven years ago Hattie Bell married N. 
P. Willis of Indianapolis, Ind. They had 
born to them one child named Mary. On ac- 
count of Willis’ habits and his abuse to her, 
as alleged by his wife, she was compelled to 
leave him. A short time afterwards he got 
possession of the child by persuading the 

mother to take her to Indianapolis under a 
feigned announcement of his mother’s dan- 
gerous sickness. 

Mrs. Willis brought a writ of habeas corpus 
for the custody of the child, and, after a 
spirited contest, won. Willis appealed to the 
Supreme court, and it affirmed the decision 
of the lower court. After this Willis brought 
u writ of habeas corpus for the custody of the 
child and again lost. Willis followed his 
wife with detectives until she was compelled 
to go to Hve with her brother, Harry B. Bell, 
at Pine Bluff, a wealthy hardwood mill owner. 
After she had been a resident of Pine Bluff 
for five or six months Willis appeared and 
brought another writ of habeas corpus. 

The case was heard by Judges Lea and 
Winfield, who decided in favor of the mother. 
Willis again appealed to the Supreme court 
and again lost. Today's proceeding was a 
repetition of what had taken place three 
times before, but Willis partially won today.

RESIGNS OVER BRICK DEAL | 


Head of Illinois Company Al- 
leges Ruse to Fix Price. 


FORERUNNER OF COMBINE? 


Makers Seek Shelter of Patent Laws 
with New Iuvention. 


‘Makers of bullding brick in Chicago plan to 
circumvent the stringent anti-trust laws of 
Illinois by seeking the shelter of patent laws 
and possibly forming a gigantic brick com- 
bine which will be within the pale of the 
state code. In anticipation of this move brick 
stock went up yesterday. 

This development came to light through the 
resignation of C. D. B. Howell as president of 
the Illinois Brick company. David R. For- 
gan also withdrew as a director. Howell 
objected to the new move. 

Present prices in brick will be maintained 
by the introduction of a new patemt which 
will revolutionize the brick industry. The 
use of this patent is to be coupled with a 
fixed price of the output, although it is said 
no effort will be made to raise the price im- 
mediately. 

R. C. Penfield of Bucyrus, O., is the inven- 
tor of the new machine, which is controlled 
by the American Equipment company. This 
company, instead of selling its product out- 
right, will lease the machine to local brick 
manufacturers, securing in turn a royalty on 
all brick made and sold in and about Chicago. 


Protected by Patent Laws. 

In this way, the brick makers expect to get 
around the anti-trust laws. They believe 
they will be protected by the patent laws. 
As yet there is no evidence of a move toward 
a combination of brick makers, although in- 
dications point strongly toward such an 
amalgamation of interests. 

By the contract which the American Equip- 
ment will have with each brick company 
that leases the new machine, a single price 
on brick will be insisted on. It is said this 
price will be $6 a thousand for building brick, 
which is the present market price. 

Mr. Howell admitted his resignation was 
due to the new plans. 

I have resigned simply because I have had 
an honest difference of opinion with the di- 
rectors,’’ he said. It is true the rome 
contemplates the adoption of this n 
field patent and that by its adoption a uni- 
form set of prices will prevail. 


Makes One Price Possible. 

„ot course it will be possible under the 
patent laws to secure a uniform price on 
brick, and to say that it will circumvent the 
anti-trust jaws of the state is correct, I be- 
lieve. I understand that no effort will be 
made to raise the price. 

“I wish it to be understood that my with- 
drawal was not the result of anger on my 
part. It was simply a friendly disagreement.

Gets Canceled Checks. 


This phase of the graft turmoll was 
balanced in turn by news that the state's 
attorney had swooped upon the private pos“ 
sessions of Max Plummer, who has been 
equivocal in his “confessions” respecting 
Inspector McCann, and by the capture of 
canceled checks alleged to have been used 
by Plummer in the payment of graft, forced 
Plummer to tell the grand jury that McCann 
did receive money from him. 

Wayman secured Plummer’s alleged graft 
receipts as the result of a raid on the man's 
saloon at 21 West Randolph street. 
Plummer is one of the indicted resort 
keepers referred to in one of the latest 
indictments against McCann. At first he 
denied that he ever paid any protection 
money to Louis Frank, as Frank alleged, 
and later confessed to the grand jury that 
he paid Frank $40 a month for protection 
for his resort at 18% North Peoria street. 
Detectives from the state’s attorney’s office 
forced open the desk in Plummer's saloon 
and secured 120 checks for money that Plum- 
mer gave to Frank in graft. Included in 
the number was the check for $250, which 
money Frank asserts went to Inspector 
Cann to settle a white slave case in whfch 
Plummer was involved. 

Plummer in the evening admitted the de-

They came here this morning.“ he said, 
“and told me they had a search warrant. 
And before they got through reading it to me 
they ran in behind my bar and to the desk. 
They told me to open it. I refused and— 
smash, it was open and they just grabbed all

“No Fool, Paid No Cash.” 


* Sure all my checks and stubs was in the 


bunch of stuff—120 of them altogether— 
checks that I had made out to Frank Hroth- 
ers for graft money for the inspector. I al- 
ways paid in checks and then Frank paid out 
the cash. I am no fool; I paid out no cash. 
Yes, the check for $250 that I gave Frank to 
settle the ‘white slave case was among 
them. I never told the state's attorney I had 
the checks. Now ne knows that 1 tell the 
truth when I say I pay for protection. 1 
have paid out more than $500 for that place of 
mine in the last year and a half. 

But I don't know sure that McCann got 
it; Frank says he did and I believe aim. 1 
know that Louis Frank never kept one cent 
of that money paid into him by resort keep- 
ers.“ 

Tou said at first that you never paid 
Frank one cent for protection. Why did you 
change your story?“ he was asked. 

“Why anything?’ he replied, raising his 
hands until his short stature seemed in- 
creased a half. Didri’t they arrest me and 
keep on piling up the bonds until I had to 
raise 320,000? Then I talked to Mr. Way- 
man—of course, I talked. I did not want to 
stay in jail all summer, and they would 
have kept making new charges against my 
place until I would be swamped. Then I 
told what I knew, you bet. Everything I 
told the grand jury was the truth. 

I paid all the time for protection, and I 
paid to settle the white slave case, just as 
Frank said I did. But I didn’t talk to the 
Frank 
did that. 


Detectives Fight McCann. 


Gossip in police circles also had it that 
several detectives have aligned themselves 
against McCann and Griffin to the extent of 
visiting State’s Attorney Wayman and mak- 
ing statements to him concerning alleged 
graft. It was rumored that the policemen 
went secretly before the grand jury. 

In support of the theory, a policeman ac- 
quainted with the South Chicago district, at 
night asserted to a reporter that he knew 
there was grafting in South Chicago, 

However it was, the state’s attorney be- 
trayed unwonted buoyancy and some of his 
assistants were unstinted in their declara- 
tions that people other than dive keepers 
will be in court to put the goods on McCann.”’ 

The rumor occasioned no surprise in the 
levee district last evening. Police officers ex- 
hibited no more surprise over this turn in the 
proceedings than did the keepers of resorts 
and saloons in the district. 

J am not surprised.“ one patrolman said. 
Jam certain that there will be one big 
shakeup in this district, and I expect to see 
all of us transferred. It will be rather hard 
on the ones of us who have been trying to 
do the right thing and have turned down all 
the opportunities to take petty graft. 


Says “Every One Knows It.” 

Every one knows that some have done 
it, and it is not surprising to hear that Way-. 
man has the goods on some of them. There 
is no telling what charges these men will 
make to save their hides. I am glad that I 
know notKing about any of this whole —_— 

“I do know that there is graft for a 
one who wants to go after it in the levee, 
and would be expecting too much to presume 
that every police officer in the district has 
withstood the temptation. At that this is the 
cleanest levee in the eity.“ " 

The tangle of confessions, recrimina- 
tions, denials, and charges of plots on the 
west side was given a sanguinary turn by 
Louis Bloom, keeper of a saloon at West Ran- 
dolph and Halsted streets, who reported that 
while entering the Criminal court building 
to testify before the grand jury he was stopped 
by two men, one of whom said to him. If 
you say anything before the grand jury we'll 
kill you.” 

Bloom was almost breathless when he 
reached Mr. Wayman and the latter ordered 
detectives to investigate and arrest the men 
if possible. 

Indictments More Explicit. 

In detail, the new indictments against In- 
| spector McCann and Jeremiah Griffin were 
more specific than the indictments previously 
returned against the policemen, inasmuch 
as they contained more names of resort keep- 
ers alleged to have paid bribes, although 
some of the resort keepers named had been 
included in the previous indictments. 

The one against Inspector McCann, charg- 
ing that he obtained 6250 from Max Plummer, 
a resort keeper, through false pretenses, 
avers: 7 

That June 2, 1000, the said Edward Me- 
Cann did malicieusly, designedly, unlaw- 
fully, and falsely pretend that he, the said 
Edward McCann, had the power, authority, 
and ability to obtam an acquittal for him, 
the said: Max Plummer, on the charge that 
he, the said Max Plummer, had kept an un- 
married woman under the age of 18 years in 
a certain resort kept by him, and that he, 
said Edward McCann, then and there had 
control of certain of the witnesses who knew 
the facts in said case then and thére pend- 
ing against him, said Max Plummer; that 
he, sald Edward McCann, was then and there 
able to control the result and corruptly ob- 
tain a verdict or finding of not guilty upon 
said charge for him, said Max Piummer, 
upon payment to him, said Edward McCann, 
of the sum of $250 lawful money of the United 
States of America.“ 

Charges He Accepted Bribe. 

In the indictment charging the inspecter 
with bribery are the allegations: That July 
1 last he accepted from Louis Prank $4765 to

But Marks Defends McCann. 


“ Wayman needs the testimony of Marks to 
convict McCann,” was the statement heard 
in many places in the levee at night. It also 
was said the state’s attorney would not be 
able to entangle the saloonman with the tes- 
timony of resort keepers, as he did in the case 
of Frank, and as he is attempting to do with 
Mike de Pike Heitler. Marks has lived 
on the west side for twenty years. He is 
wealthy and hundreds of times has become 
the bondsman for the denizens of the under- 
world, never having taken money for such 
service in his life, according to his own state- 
ment. Unlike the majority of the men who 
are accusing McCann of grafting, Marks has 
a reputation for honesty, and his testimony 
to the effect that the police inspector had ac- 
cepted graft money would be regarded as im- 
portant. 

But Marks says that McCann was not a 
grafter and has said openly that if the grand 
jury cares to indict him he will welcome any 
inquiry into any alleged connectian of his

Tune defense of Kdward McCann—suspended 
inspector of police—against the grand jury 
indictmenfs is not to be merely a retaliatory 
13 attack upon the west siders, alleged to have 


f turned state's evidence. 


This statement was made last night by W 
T. Underwood, retained as attorney for In- 
spector McCann, and immediately following 
it he said: 

“That does not mean, however, that the 
defense will not strip nakedly the true char- 
acter of the persons who are responsible 
for the indictments. It is a perfectly proper 
and legitimate defense to shatter the tes- 
timony of the state by attacking the credi- 
bility of the witnesses upon whom the state 
may rely for conviction, and beyond ques- 
tion such will be the course which will be 
pursued in the McCann cases. 


Reserves Defense for Court. 
Following the formal arraignment before 
Judge McSurely in the morning, Inspector 
McCann declared with great degree of defi- 
niteness that he will have nothing more to 
say one way or the other until a jury has 
passed upon the testimony to be produced. 

“IT am now acting upon the advice of niy 
attorneys, Mr. Underwood and Judge Charles 
G. Neely, and I am in their hands,“ declared 
the inspector. *‘ There is nothing more for me 
to say, and I will say nothing. Any state- 
ment which may be charged to me hereafter 
8 be without my knowledge or my author - 

ty.“ 

This was after the inspector had appeared 
before Judge Mesurely and had entered the 
formal plea of not guilty. The first case was 
set for hearing for Tuesday, Sept. 7. The 
delay is due to the objection of Inspector Mc- 
Cann’s attorneys to a trial this week, having 
been furnished with copies of the indictment 
at 10 o'clock in the morning, and to the re- 
fusal of State’s Attorney Wayman to set the 
cases down for hearing during August be- 
cause of the attendant mixing up of sap vaca- 
tion schedule in his office. 

We are desirous of a speedy trial, Said 
Attorney Underwood in the afternoon. But 
we did not wish to be pushed to a trial this 
week. We were uninformed as to the detalis 
of the indictments until copies were furnished 
to us yesterday morning, just before we were 
called upon to make the formal plea before 
Judge McSurely.”’ 


Court Session Is Brief. 


The court session before Judge McSurely 
was comparatively short and to the point. 
Inspector McCann was accompanied by At- 
torneys Underwood and Neeiy, wnile State's 
Attorney Wayman was present on behalf of 
the state. 

The prosecutor responded that the state 
was ready when Judge McSurely called the 
first indictment against McCann. « 


ately?’’ asked Judge McSurely of McCann 
as the latter stepped to the bar. Attorney 
Underwood answered in the negative and 
asked for a continuance of three weeks.

In a steady voice Inspector McCann plead- 
ed not guilty to each of the ten indictments, 
and he at once stepped out into the corridor. 

Detective Jeremiah Griffin was called next 
to answer to the indi¢tments against him. 
He responded that his attorney, John Tyr- 
rell, was not present and that he had not read 
the indictments, whereupon his case was con- 
tinued until Sept. 7. 

The state’s attorney asked that the cases 
against the other defendants be stricken 
from the call with leave to reinstate, which 
was granted by Judge McSurely. This mo- 
tion carries the cases against May Parker, 
Annie Green, Morris Goldman, Louis and 
Julius Frank, and Max Plummer.

“Mr. Field made only a few benefactiona, 
which are now hampering the city of Chicago 
as they have hampered the University of 
Chicago in the past. 


Field Grandsons Are Doomed. 

“Then he left his enormous fortune to his 
little grandsons—a few millions at a time to 
be doled out to them in the course of about 
fifty years. Although dead, he insists on con- 
trolling his store and his wealth for fifty 
years. He couldn't take it with him, and so 
de ties it up and stays with it in person. 

“What is the effect of this on his grand- 
gons? Why, nothing but a miracle can save 
those grandsons from damnation.”’

PUNISHED FOR FINING AUTOS 


Courtney and Bulfer Accused of 
Holding Up Speeders. 


COMPLAINT AGAINST. COP. 


W. G. Beale Protests Arrest at Pistol’s 
Point in May wood. 


Thomas Courtney, a former constable, and 
Philip Bulfer pleaded guilty before Judge 
Brentano yesterday to a charge of collecting 
fines illegally from automobile speeders in 
Maywood. Each was fined $400 ana costs. 

Courtney also pleaded guilty to a charge of

William G. Beale has written to the May- 
wood village board and the marshal com- 
plaining against Jacob Keppel, the special 
policeman who halted his automobile last 
Sunday with a drawn revolver.

Chicagoans Win at Gary. 

Members of the two Chicago auto parties 
who were held up half a dozen times in 
twenty-four hours during a trip through 
northern Indiana last week, were victorious 
in the afternoon in the first two cases brought 
against them. On charges of speeding and 
assaulting Marshal Fred Rose of Hobart, a 
jury found them not guilty. 

The hearing was held in the justice court 
of H. A. Townsley of Gary, to which court 
the defendants had succeeded in having the 
trial transferred. 'Ten persons appeared from 
Hobart as witnesses to the alleged speeding 
and the trouble that followed the marshal’s 
attempt to board one of the autos.

WATER CURE FOR SOCIALISM 


Irrigation Congress President 
Sees Bright Prospect Ahead. 


LAND FOR ALL THE PEOPLE. 


Men Owning Farms, He Says, Will 
Shun the Blatant Agitators. 


Reclamation of the arid an dswamp lands 
of the United States will be a powerful check, 
if not the death blow, to socialism and anar- 
chy, in the opinion of George Eames Barstow, 
president of the seventeenth annual irrigation 
congress, who arrived in Chicago yesterday 
on his way to Spokane, Wash., to attend the 
seésions of the congress. He registered at 
the Auditorium hotel. 

In the next fifteen or twenty years most 
of the arid and swamp lands of the western 
states will be reclaimed and ready for settle- 
ment.“ he said,. and the land will provide 
homes and farms for at least 40,000,000 peo- 
ple. Nothing is so destructive of socialism 
and anarchy as individual ownership of 
homes and land, and no amount of lecturing 


against these isms will do as much to kill 
socialistic discontent as the irrigation of 
millions of acres of land for the benefit of a 
population ready to’apply brain, brawn, and 
muscle to the production of the fruits of the 
earth. 

Men owning homes in what will become 
the richest farming country in the world 
won't be attracted by the arguments of so- 
clalistic agitators. We want to get as many 
people from the cities out on the land as we 
possibly can. 


Room for Improvement in Cities. 

Of course, there is much room for im- 
provement of the condition of the industria] 
classes and that must be done by men@n 
cities who have the welfare of their cities 
and their people at heart. Philanthropists 
have here, a great field in which to operate 
for the benefit of humanity. 

There are two things I have tried to ac- 
complish. One is to broaden the influence of 
the congress and the other to cotrdinate the 
financial interests of the country to the work 
before us. There are at present more than 
13,000,000 acres of land in the west under 
cultivation by Irrigation, out of a possible 
60,000,000 acres of arid land. 

“Of this 3,000,000 acres have been irrigated. 
by the federal government and 10,000,000 by 
private enterprise. The reclamation of 
swamp land also is making rapid progress. 
At the present rate of progress I should say 
all the arid lands would be irrigated and 
swamp lands drained in fifteen or eighteen 


years. . 

The swamp land to be drained comprises 
about 90,000, 000 acres. Irrigated arid land 
will provide homes for at least 25,000,000 
people and the reclaimed swamp land will 
provide for an additional 15,000,000 people. 
There is no necessity for shutting off immi- 
gration. It is estimated that we will have 
a population of 150,000,000 in 1940, and we will 
need all the land we can scrape together. 
This work the irrigation congress is doing. 


Forests Must Be Protected, 

„Forestry really is the parent of irrigation. 
We must get our eyes open to the immense 
waste of cutting down our forests. If we 
have no forests we shall have no rivers, and 
without rivers there can be no irrigation.”’ 

Prof. Barstow said there are more than 
20,000 accredited delegates to this year’s con- 
gress, which will open Aug. 9 and continue 
until Aug. 14. He said President Taft will 
be among the speakers at the congress. The 
program also includes speeches on forestry 
and irrigation by cabinet members, leading 
engineers, and scientific men from all parts 
of the country. 

Delegates will be present from China, 
Japan, India, Australia, and from all Euro- 
pean countries. Among the features of the 
congress will de an industrial parade, witn 
10,000 persons fn line, and a parade of Indians 
showing the red man’s progress from sav- 
agery, through barbarism to the present 
time. Illinois will have a large delegation at 
the congress. Prof. Barstow will remain in 
Chicago until Friday.

COUPLE KILLED; DEATH PACT? 


Sign Painter’s Wife and Milk 
Dealer Victims of Bullets. 


LETTER FROM MAN’S SPOUSE. 


Writer Pleads with Him to Cease At- 
tentions to Companion. 


The bodies of Mrs. Annie Coriess and Jacob 
Kuhn were found last night in a roomina 
lodging house at 20 North Sheldon street. 
It is believed that the man killed his com- 
panion and committed suicide. 

A letter written to Kuhn by his wife was 
found upon a dresser pleading with him to 
give up his attentions to Mrs. Corless. 

Mrs. Kuhn told the police that she had 
warned her husband that he must give up 
“the other woman or he would get into 
trouble, and added that Kuhn had said he 
would get a revolver and end everything.“ 

Mrs. Corless was the wife of a sign painter 
who has a store at Lincoln and West Van 
Buren streets. Kuhn was a milk dealer and 
lived at 627 Austin avenue. 


Police Find Bodies, ‘ 

Mrs. Harry Ward is in charge of the room- 
ing bouse. During the morning her atten- 
tion was called to the fact that Mrs. Corless 
had not been seen about the place for two 
days. She found the door of Mrs. Coriess’ 
room locked and asked the police of the 
West Lake street station to invstigate. 

Sergeant Murnane and Detective McDon- 
ald went to the house, broke open the door of 
the room, and found the two bodie upon a 
bed. There was a bullet hole in the right 
temple of Both the man and the woman, while 
the revolver from which the shots had appar- 
ently been fired was beside Kuhn's right 
hand. 

Mrs. Corless was an attractive dark haired, 
dark eyed. woman of 32 years. She is said 
to have been living apart from her husband 
for some time, and had been much in the 
company of Kuhn. 


Rivals in a Quarrel. 

On last Sunday night Mrs. Corless accom- 
panied Kuhn to his residence in Austin ave- 
nue. While they were down stairs, Mrs. 
Kuhn remained upon the second floor and 
kept insisting that her husband take Mrs. 
Corless from the house. Neighbors finally 
had to restrain Mrs. Kuhn from making an 
attack upon her rival. 

Kuhn took a revolver from the house when 
he left. He had purchased it the Wednesday 
before. At the time he bought the weapon, 
Mrs. Corless rented the room where she was 
killed and the police believe the two may have 
made a death pact. 

The pair were last seen late Sunday night 
entering the rooming house. One lodger told 
the police that he heard one shot from a re- 
volver early Monday morning, but he 
thought the noise came from the street. The 
police believe the man and woman had been 


dead two days when found.

Motorman and Conductor Discover Un- 
conscious Form in Wabash Ayenue, 
Near Jackson Boulevard. 


Suffering from a fracture of the skull and 
a deep wound in the forehead, Charles J.

Mr. Boutell’s opposition to any departure 
from the tentative arrangement at least had 
the effect of preventing fina! action this aft- 
ernoon in the matter of the restoration of the 
house rates, and the committee adjourned 
until tomorrow morning, when it will take 
final action. 


Compromise Proposition Made. 

There is reason to believe that Mr. Littauer 
presented to the comimittee either directly 
or through one of his numerous friends a so- 
called compromise between the senate and 
house rates. Under this compromise the 
wheapest kind of gloves, known as schma- 
schen, are placed upon the free list, anda 
rearrangement is made on lengths which is 
most confusing to the lay mind but the re- 
sult of which, there can be no doubt, will be 
exorbitant rates. 

This compromise certainly will not be sat- 
isfactory to the people. As a result of it 
they eventually will have to pay higher 
prices for their gloves. It will be asserted, 
of course, that this is not true, that there are 
now in the country heavy stocks of these 
articles, and that their selling price ought not 
to — affected by the changes as proposed in 
tariff. 

But the men who make these specious ar- 
guments are aware that whether or not the 
price of the gloves on hand advances, an in- 
crease will be made as soon as they are ex- 
hausted and the new law enters into opera- 


tion, 
Rates Are Prohibitive. 

Indeed, the rates proposed for the cheaper 
grades of gloves are so high as practically to 
prohibit the importation of these articles and 
the trade will have to be supplied largely 
by the domestic manufacturers, who natur- 
ally will charge the prices of monopoly. 
„The government will suffer as well as the 
poor people, for the revenues which have 
been enjoyed under the Dingley law from this 
source practically will be wiped out. 

On the better grades of gloves the increases 
in duties are not in comparison so high, but 
these grades are in the nature of luxuries 
and consequently no serious complaint has 
been entered against them. 

This has been a day of victory for the 
standpatters. The duty on rough lumber will 
stand at the senate rate of $1.50, and in re- 
turn lower duties will be applied on dressed 
lumber. It is understood the president 
agreed to this arrangement as a result of a 
conference last night with Representative 
Fordney of Michigan. Originally it was in- 
tended that rough lumber should be free. 
The house decided to apply a duty of $l a 
thousand. feet, which cut the existing duty 
in half, and the senate increased the rate 
to $1.50. - 


Taft Presses for Compromise. 

Then the president pressed for a com- 
promise of $1.25, with the senate rates on 
dressed material. Now, for the further con- 
cession on the dressed articles, he has as- 
sented to the adoption of the senate rate of 
$1.50 on rough lumber. 

It is said that in agreeing upon the senate 
rate the conferees were influenced by a de- 
sire to give a sop to some of the northwestern 
senators who have been objecting to the 
transfer of hides to the free list. 

A report also is in circulation that the 
rates on lumber were discussed with these on 
gloves and hosiery and formed the basis of 
a bargain. Print paper was another matter 
which the conferees finally passed upon to- 
day and an agreement is said to have been 
reached upon $3.50. The lower rate on this 
material of the two bills was $2, while the 
high rate was $4. This is a victory for Sen- 
ator Hale of Maine. 

The conferees have changed their deci- 
sions so frequently that no one in Washing- 
ton is willing to believe that rates have been 
settled finally until the conference weport is 
submitted in the house of representatives. 


Agreements Fail to Stand. 


Time after time conferees have canceled 


new bargains. 

It was expected the conference report 
would be submitted to the house today, but 
more time was desired to bring the range“ 
senajors into line, in spite of the presence of 
free hides in the bill. 

The failure to act promptly has been taken 
advantage of by the interests, and higher 
rates than were expected have followed. 

Even with these advances, statements 
which Senator Aldrich and Representative 
Payne will make to the senate and house will 
give impressive figures to demonstrate that 
the people have received a downward re- 
vision of the tariff. 

But when these statements are fairly enal- 
yzed, the people will find they have paid 
dearly for the reductions granted them. 


WORK OF THE CONFEREES. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, D. C., July 27.—From the best 
information obtainable tonight it appéars 
that the house has won its battles for free 
hides and oil and increased rates on gloves 
and hosiery in return for a surrender to the 
senate on lumber, coal, iron ore, and print 
paper. The rates on these schedules, as 
they have been tentatively arranged pend- 
ing the acecptance by both houses of the pro- 
gram for a reduction in the duties on manu- 
factures of leather below the rates fixed by 
the house, are as follows: 


Oil, free. 

Hides, free. 

Coal, 45 cents a ton. 

Print paper, $3.50 a ton. 

Iron ore, 16 cents a ton. 

Lumber, rough, $1.50 a thousand feet; one 
side finished, $8; two sides finished, $2.25; 
three sides finished, which may include tonguing 
and grooving, 9. 6 ; four sides finished, $3. 

Gloves, $4 per dozen pairs, not exceeding 14 
inches in length, which is the standard length. 
Exceeding 14 inches, 86 cents per dozen is added 
for each inch. This rate does not apply to the 
schmaschen, or cheap glove, on which the senate 
rate of $1.25 per dozen pairs is retained. 

Hosiery valued at 81 or less per dozen pairs, 
70 cents, as against the senate and existing 
rates of 560 cents. On values up to $2 the rate is 
slightly in excess of existing duties. |

“We approve, commend, and unqualified- 


ly indorse the stand taken by President Taft , 


in the matter of tariff revision. 
counting on him to see to it that the party’: 
platform promise of revision is redeemed b) 
the enactment of a tariff bill acceptable to 
the people, and we would approve of his veto 
on any bill that does not conform to his con- 
struction of the platform pledge which he 
has said means revision downward within 
the limitations of the protective principle.’ 
We look to our senators and representatives 
in congress to sustain the president in this 
position and we commend: them for their ef- 
forts in support of the party pledge. 

We approve and indorse the Brown reso- 
lution adopted by congress submitting to the 
several states for their action a proposed 
constitutional amendment empowering the 
féderal government to levy and collect taxes 
on incomes."’ 

The speech of temporary Chairman Charles 
O. Whedon, in which he came out strongly 
for a bank deposit guarantee law, did not 
meet with the entire approval of the dele- 
gates, and there were speeches in opposition 
to the stand taken by the chairman. 


Democrats Urge “State Rights.“ 

The significant feature of the Democratic 
convention was the plank in the platform 
which strongly condemned interference by 
federal courts in state enactments, and re- 
it ted the declaration of the national 
0 ntlon at Denver on that question. The 
resolution has reference to the recent de- 
cision of two federal judges sitting at Lin- 
coln, in which they pronounced unconstitu- 
tional the bank deposit guarantee law passed 
by recent Democratic legislature. 

The Democratic platform scores the Re- 
publican majority in congress for its action 
on the tariff bill, which it pronounces re- 
vision upward instead of downward. Mr. 
Bryan did not attend the convention. 

Only a small number attended the Prohibi- 
tion convention. Its platform arraigns the 
last legislature for refusing to enact a coun- 
ty option law. 

The Populists and Socialists also held con- 
ventions, but there were few delegates at 
either gathering, the announced purpose of 
those present being mainly to maintain their 
organization. 


SEES DEMOCRATS IN SADDLE. 


Representative Rainey, at Head of Con- 
gressional Committee, Tells 
of Outlook. 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—[Special.J— 
Representative Henry T. Rainey of Illinois, 
who today was appointed to succeed him- 
self as chairman of the executive committee 
of the Democratic congressional campaign 
committee, shares the general belief of the 
Democrats in the house that a year of vic- 
tory is coming for the party. 

He expressed himself today in confident 
terms concerning the next house being Dem- 
ocratic, which condition is to be brought 
about, he says, through the general effect of 
tariff revision upon the country. 

With Congressmen Finley of South Caro- 
lina, Johnson of Kentucky, Hitchcock of 
Nebraska, and Palmer of Pennsylvania as 
his aids on the executive committee, Mr. 
Rainey proposes to start things moving for 
the next campaign immediately after the 
adjournment of the special session. The 
tariff will be the issue on which the Demo- 
cratic congressional legions will harp in 
speeches from the stump. 

We also propose to print a book which will 
contain the best things said about the tariff 
by Democrats since the war,” said Mr. 
Rainey. It will contain extracts from 
famous speeches to show that the downward 
revision sentiment and tariff for revenue 
only slogan always has belonged to the 
Democratic party.“

Washington, D. C., July 27.—Eggs as an ar- 
ticle of mail transportation are not popu- 
lar with United States postal authorities. 

It developed today that some one in Canada’ 
had mailed three dozen eggs to an addressee 
in Brattleboro, Vt., and when Postmaster 
H. E. Taylor opened a mail bag he found it 
dripping with eggs freshly scrambled. 

Addresses were obliterated from letters in 
many instances and they had to be sent to the 
dead letter office.

WALKS TO CAPITAL FOR JOB. 


Illinois Veteran, 70 Years Old, Plods to 
Washington for United 
States Post.

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BRIBES BEAT ME, SAYS KERN 


Bryan’s Ex-Running Mate Tells 
How He Lost the Senatorship. 


HE BLAMES SECRET BALLOT. 


Declares Majority of Democrats in Leg- 
islature Were Pledged to Him. 


Indlanapolte, Ind., July 27.—[Special. ]— 
John W. Kern, the running mate of William 
Jennings Bryan in the last national cam- 
paign, caused a sensation today by publish- 
ing a statement that he was defeated for the 
United States senatorship nomination by 
bribery in the Democratic caucus, — 

Mr. Kern refers to the fact that a majority 
of the Democrats in the legislature were 
pledged to him in the caucus and that eight 
of these voted against him when the secre 
ballot was ordered. 

The statement was made in connection with 
reports that Charles A. Gauss, one of the 
candidates for the Democratic mayoralty 
nomination and a member of the legislature 
last session, betrayed Mr. Kern in the caucus. 
The latter denied this and added, referring to 
the senatorship nomination: . 

In that contest certain interests made a 
fight for a secret ballot. In no other way 
could my defeat be accomplished, A ma- 
jority of the Democratic members were 
pledged to my support because their constit- 
vents demanded it, so that an open ballot 
meant my election. 


Secret Ballot as Bribery Cover. 

With a secret ballot there would be a 
cover for bribery and other corrupt influ- 
ences. The members thus improperly influ- 

ed might lie with impunity to me and to 
‘their constituents as to how they voted. The 
vital and really deciding contest was, there- 
fore on the question of a secret ballot. 

„Mr. Gauss was outspoken in his advocacy 
of an open ballot, but the proposition for a 
secret ballot carried. As a result eight men 
who were pledged to my candidacy were 
‘induced’ to vote against me. Who were 
those men? Because of the secret ballot I 
cannot furnish such evidence as would con- 
vict any of them in court. As to the perfidy 
of some of them I have sufficient evidence 
“for my own purposes, while as to others 
I have strong and well grounded suspicions.

TALK OF PINCHOT QUITTING. 


Inroads in Forestry Department by 
‘Secretary, of Interior Start 
Rumor. 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—[Special. }— 
The persistent inroads on the perquisites 
and functions of the bureau of forestry made 
by the secretary of the interior have given 
rise to a rumor in Washington that Chief 
Forester Gifford Pinchot ig soon to hand in 
hig resignation. . 

It is pointed out that the forestry: bureau, 
now relived of its sway over the large tracts 
of land in the west which do not bear forests, 
and deprived of the right to administer the 
forests on Indian reservations and practical- 
ly divorced from the conservation move- 
ment. no longer furnishes a congenial field 
of activity for the wealthy forestry expert. 

Mr. Pinchot has remained in Washington 
byt little during the last few weeks and has 
given the forestry bureau his personal atten- 
tion only through the use of the mails. 

It strenuously is denied by Mr. Pinchot’s 
associates, however, that the chief forester 
has any idea of resigning. It is asserted by 
them that he is wrapped up in the work of 
saving the forests of tht country and will 
not voluntarily seek retirement. 3

Germany Has Tried Plan. 

No such move has been made before by a 
private insurance corporation, it is said, al- 
though in Germany, where there is compul- 
sory insurance under the direction of the 
state, sanitoria for the care of consumptive 
policy holders have been operated success- 
fully. 

One policy holder in the Metropolitan Life 
dies from tuberculosis every thirty-two min- 
utes.

The distribution will proceed from 1,100 
points in this country and Canada, The 
pamphiets are in ten editions, printed in 
English, French, Dutch, German, Italian, 
Polish, Swedish, Hungarian, Bohemian, and 
Danish. The company is considering the or- 
ganization of a nursing service, and, if feasi- 
ble, medical service, not only for its tubercu- 
lar but for all its bedridden policy holders. 


“DRYS” ATTACKED BY PASTOR 
AS ENEMIES OF TEMPERANCE. 


Minister-Representative Says “Long 
Haired Extremists’? Do Cause More 
Harm than the Distillers. 


Atlanta, Ga., July 27.—[Special.]—Repre- 
sentative Slade, a Baptist minister, today 
astounded the members of the state legisla- 
ture by an attack on what he termed “ long 
haired, loud mouthed prohibition extrem- 
ists,” whose attacks on the liquor traffic “ did 
more to harm the temperance cause than all 
the distillers in the world.“ ‘ 

The attack was directed at the Rev. Len G. 
Broughton of Auanta, who previously had 
been denounced as a liar in a speech by Rep- 
resentative Anderson, who had been accused 
by Broughton of having gained personal 
profit in buying brewery stock following the 
passage of the prohibition bill. 

The trouble began when Representative 
Anderson, who is fighting the near beer 
bill, arose to a question of personal prvivi- 
lege. 

I notice,” he bagan, that a local min- 
ister, named the Rev. Len G. Broughton, is 
quoted in the press as having said in a ser- 
mon I was fighting the near beer bill because 
I had bought stock in a Savannah brewery 
after the prohibition bill was passed and that 
I was the only man in the state who had 
made money out of prohibition in Georgia. I 
desire to say that this preacher is a willful, 
malicious, reckless, malignant, and vicious 
Uar.“ 

Anderson sat down and Representative 
Slade, a minister of the same church which 
Broughton serves, astonished everybody 
with these words:

Former Banker Charles W. Spalding 
Files Objections to Chicago Title and 
Frust Company's Accounting.

Maladministration of the affairs of the de- 
funct Globe Savings bank, which failed some 
years ago, by the receiver, the Chicago Title 
and Trust company, is charged by the former 
banker, Charles W. Spalding, in objections 
filed yesterday in the Circuit court to the re- 
‘ceiver’s report, which was filed on May 27. 

Spalding charges that, according to its own 
reports, the receiver had paid out as dividends 
over $16,000 more than could have been paid 
in pursuance of any order of court, and that 
while it had later charged itself with over 
$8,000 of this amount, yet according ta its 
own accounting, there still appears to be 
$8,000 in its hands unaccounted for. 

As a parting shot, Spalding claims the re- 
ceiver has reported that $213,969 has been 
disbursed, but that there is nothing in the’ 
files showing to whom the money has been 
paid.

“NO CASE” AGAINST WALLING 


Lawyer Declined to Accept 
Breach of Promise Suit. 


READ BATCH OF LETTERS, 
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Herman Frank Says Missives to Girl 
Were Very Interesting.“ 
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Several months ago the evidence on which 
Anna Berthe Grunspan has brought a breach 
of promise suit for $100,000 against William 
English Walling in New York was placed in 
the hahds of a Chicago attorney, who de- 
clined the case. 

About three dozen letters written by the 
Socialist worker and author were sent to 
Herman Frank, attorney, whose offices are 
in the Title and Trust building; but after 
reading them carefully with the correspond- 
ence from the New York iawyers represent- 
ing the young woman he sent them back in 
March, saying that there was no case. 

Mr. Frank said yesterday that the letters 
were of a friendly, helpful nature, but that 
they did not contain one word on the sub- 
ject of matrimony or any reference to the fu- 
ture that would warrant conclusions that 
Walling gave the recipient cause to believe 
he would marry her. 


Sets Forth Views on Jews. 


The letters were very interesting,” he 
said, but I consider that it would be un- 
ethical for me to disclose much of their con- 
tents as the case is notin my hands. They 
were sent to me by a big firm of New York 
attorneys and I was asked to bring suit. I 
did not because I felt the woman did not have 
a case. 

The chief interest in the letters is the 
attitude of Mr. WaHing toward the Russian 
Jews. I understand this girl is a Russian 
Jewess and that she used to be a milliner or 
a seamstress in Paris. His Interest in ner 
did not appear to be of the personal sort 
that leads to marriage and I could see no inai- 
cation of any intimacy between them. 

His letters—which extended over a period 
of six months—were of advice to her—about 
her reading and her personal conduct—rather 
a big brotherly sort. In addition he wrote 
of his desires to do something for the Jews 
in Russia, and his views of their future. No- 
where Was there anything of a personally 
affectionate nature. The feeling for her 
seemed to extend to other members of the 
family as he always asked about them.“ 


“Holdup,” Says Brother. 


Willoughby Walling, secretary of the West- 
ern Trust and Savings bank, a brother of the 
defendant, was more stringent in his terms 
applied to the case.

more than a “holdup” and that only 
light chance of recovery for the plaintiff 
existed.

In the original complaint it 
was set up that Walling proposed marriage 
in Paris in 1905; but this was stricken out 
later when the defense made a genera! denial 
of the charges including a showing that the 
French laws would allow recovery for only 
the amount of money actually expended in 
preparation for the marriage.

The Rev. C. J. Quille spent four years try- 
ing to reform the “* smartest girl in Chicago 
and gave up in despair yesterday when he 
asked Judge ‘Newcomer in the Harrison 
street court to send Mary Egan to the 
bridewell for a year. Later in the day he 
hed the order changed so that she ghould 
go to the House of the Good Shepherd. 

Four years ago Father Quille, who is su- 
perintendent of Catholic charities in Illinois, 
happened in the juvenile court and heard a 
15 year old girl plead for her liberty. She 


| was an orphan and was accused of stealing 


jewelry from her aunt. 

Her defense would have done credit to a 
lawyer and Father Quille was impressed with 
her talent. He begged that he be allowed to 
take her to his brother's home. 

“T took her to my brother and sisters,“ 
he said. We gave her a home and sent her 
to school. Her brain was the most won- 
derful I have seen in a girl. She finished 
the course and passed ‘a teacher’s examina- 
tion, but she stole things from her school- 
mates. 


Learns French in a Year. 

“We still had hopes. We sent her to the 
Chicago Normal school. She mastered the 
required French in a year. She was a genius 
in mathematics and every other study she 
attempted. In six months she would have 

uated, but she got into trouble again. 

Then we brought her home again and 
she stole a watch. We got it and returned 
it to its owner and sent her to the convent. 
In a few days she had been through ali of the 
rooms and things were miseing. 

“After this it seemed there was nothing 
else to do but take her back to the courts 
She said it wae a mania she had for taking 
things and she couldn't heip it.” 

Father Quille appeared before Judge New- 
comer in the Municipal court with Robert 
Cuthbert, one of the roomers at the Work- 
ingboys’ home, 369 West Jackson boulevard. 
The girl was with him and admitted her 
guilt. 

This ien’t the first time you have stolen 
something, is it Mary?“ asked the judge. 

It was the first time in four years,“ she 
said, with tears in her eyes. 

“ Girls don't usually start out by taking 
watches,” said the judge. Tou have taken 
other things.“ 

Tes, I used to have a habit of taking 
things,’’ the girl replied. 


Urges Her Commitment. 

Father Quille then told the court he thought 
the girl ought to be sent to the house of 
correction. 

I have settled other affairs for her, but 
it seems she has come to regard me as easy,” 
he said. ‘‘I had thie affair smoothed over 
once, but since that something else happened 
which almost breaks my heart.“ 

O, why did, you tell them that?’ said the 
girl, bursting into tears. 

“TI thought you said you hadn’t stolen 
anything else for four years.“ said the judge. 

Through her sobs the girl admitted the 
other thefts and the sentence of one year 
was pronounced. It was agreed that she 
should go to the House of the Good Shepherd 
instead of the bridewell. 

„I will not stay there long. I can get out 
of there,” she said, after she had left thé 
courtroom. 

Father Quille said he knew little about the 
girl's family, Her mother and father were 
dead when he found her. She has an aunt 
living in Chicago. Since the attempt at her 
reformation was begun she had lived at the 
home of Dr. M. J. Quille, 363 West Jackson 
boulevard.

KENOSHA HAS SECOND STRIKE; 
VIOLENCE IS NOT ATTEMPTED. 


Foundrymen of Simmons Manufactur- 
ing Company Will Present Demands 
Today for Higher Wages. 


Kenosha, Wis., July 27.—(Special.j—An- 
other strike developed in Kenosha at noon 
today when 275 of the men employed in the 
foundry of the Simmons Manufacturing com- 
pany walked out and made a demand for an 
increase in wages. As yet the strike has not 
been attended by any demonstrations or vio- 
lence on the part of the laborers. 

The men have not submitted their de- 
mands to the company, but a meeting was 
held tonight and the demands will be pre- 
sented to the company tomorrow. 

The strike is regarded as important only 
as it is said to be the first of a series to be 
calted among the foreign laborers. An ef- 
fort was made to renew the strike at the 
Allen tannery this afternoon by agitators, 
but the men refused to go out and no strikes 
have occurred in other factories. 

Some of the managers are fearful that 
there will be a more general strike tomor- 
row. Such a strike has been threatened re- 
peatedly, but the men are not organized and 
it is not thought they can be controlied by 

any central committee.

I 
never told them they must not testify ip

Would Identify Payroll.“ 


Morschauser asked the witness if she would 
be willing to identify the books and the ac- 
counts she had testified to if he should pro- 
duce Hartridge and have-him bring the books 
to court.

The report said that Thaw exhibited an 
exaggerated ego, that he exhibited a nervous 
condition, that his manner was abnormal and 
that of a man “ who recently had passed 
through a brainstorm.” The report cited a 
delusion under which Thaw suffered at the 
time of his examination by Evans. 

It culminated in this statement: 

“The form of disease he suffers from now 
and which will show iteelf should he ever 
be released” (Jerome emphasized these 
words), 1s known to the English authorities 
as dementia Praecox.”’ 


Evans Attempts to Explain: 

All ot the rest of the cross examination 
was occupied by Evans’ attempts to recon- 
cile his past and present diagnoses of Thaw’s 
condition—attempts which did not seem to 
be effectual. 

Thaw will go on the stand himself tomor- 
row, by Justice Mills“ orders.

FLYER IS BADLY INJURED! § 


4 Within Two Miles of the English 


Coast the Monoplane Flut- 
ters Into Waves. 


- POVER, England. July 27.—Hubert La- 
wams second attempt to fly across the Eng- 
lish channe! ended disastrously today. 
Almost in the moment of victory, his mono- 
e fluttered down into the sea two miles 


‘peyond the admiralty pier, like a bird with a 


broken wing. Thousands of persons crowd- 
jng the water front saw the fall, and for 
nearly half an hour they were kept in sus- 
pense, not knowing whether the daring avi- 
gtor had met death or again had been rescued 
from the water. 

A flock of large and small craft raced to 
the scene of the disaster and a pinnace from 
the British battleship Russell picked up the 
unlucky flyer and put him aboard the French 
torpedo boat destroyer Escopette. 

After a surgeon had attended to his in- 
juries, the destroyer brought Latham ashore 
and he was taken to the Lord Warden hotel 
His face was bandaged and bleeding and his 
pose was broken. The machine, dadiy 
wrecked, was hoisted from the boat to the 
dock. 3 


Finish Is Sensational. 

Latham's flight to the moment of its sensa- 
tional finish in some respects eclipsed 
Bleriot’s. He made greater speed, being 
only twenty minutes in the air from the time 
he left the coast of France. Apparently he 
steered a straighter course than Bleriot, as 
he was making direct for Dover when he 
fell. 


The disastrous ending of the flight tur-, 


nished a dramatic scene. Shortly before ¢ 
o'clock the clamor of sirens and belis on the 
ships in the harbor notified the town that 
another channel crossing was to be at- 
tempted. 

In a marvelously short time the water 
front, the piers, and the cliffs behind the 
town were crowded. Thousands gathered 
there, Many carrying telescopes, marine and 
field glasses, and cameras. Soon two French 
torpedo boats, which preceded the arero- 
plane, were seen approaching at a furious 
pace, thick clouds of smoke puffing from 
their funnels. 

Fourteen minutes after 6 o’clock an airship 
was discovered heading straight for the cen- 
ter of the town. The rapidity of its flight was 
evidenfed by the quickness with which it 
grew larger and assumed birdlike outlines, 


Falls Like Wounded Eagle. 

Suddenly the machine began to slacken 
speed, at the same time gliding toward the 
surface of the ocean. It fluttered a few 
times and fell like a wounded eagle. 

The aeroplane dropped with a lateral in- 
cline to the sea. There it floated, although 
only those with glasses could make out that 
it had not sunk. The excitement while the 
boats were darting to the rescue was intense, 
but soon a fleet of all kinds of craft gathered 
around the wreck. 

The force with which the aeroplane had 
fallen caused fears that the aviator might 
have been killed in the wreck if he had not 
been drowned, but signals from the ships 
finally told those on shore that Latham had 
escaped, although injured. 

It was nearly 8 o'clock when the Escopette 


came alongside the Prince of Wales pier to 


lend Latham and his machine, which was 
seen to be much larger than Bleriot's little 


Ayer, and the crowds cheered the bandaged -} 


hero enthusiastically. He was followed to 
the hotel by thousands; all trying to learn 
the details of the accident. 


Latham Tells of His Flight. 

The crew of the Escopette said the destroy- 
er was ten miles from Calais when Latham 
started, and he overtook them in a quarter of 
an hour, waving his cap as he passed over: 
bead. 

22 It is another case of real hard luck,” said 
Latham. When I started, everything was 
rosy. The wind was just right, and the rain 
was not a serious impedinient. I rose to a 


height of 500 feet, and immediately felt con- , 


fident of reaching Dover. The splendid sen- 
sation of coming triumph gripped me; I felt 
that victory at last was within my grasp. 

1 did not turn my head. The engine was 
working with rhythmical accuracy, a delight- 
ful sound to me. I seemed to stand still over 
& moving plateau of blue, but in reality I was 
traveling at great speed. Almost in a few 
moments, it seemed, I could diacern the dim 
gray line of the Dover cliffs. In ten minutes 
I must have gone at least eight miles. The 
coast seemed to rise, to grow, to issue clearer 
with every pulsation of the motor.

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SURPRISE BAND OF YEGGMEN 


Postofflee Inspector from Chica- 
go Directs Raid on Safeblowers 


TWO SUSPECTS MAKE ESCAPE 
Prisoners Believed to Be Responsible 
for Long List of Robberies. 


Midnight raids by postoffice inspectors fig- 
ured in the capture of a band of alleged yegg- 
men and cracksmen at Memphis, Tenn., who 
are thought to have been robbing small post- 
offices in Illinois, Tennessee and Mississippi. 
A report of the raid was received by Post- 
office Inspector James E. Stuart yesterday. 

Inspector Lewellyn of Chicago and Inspect- 
or Kline of Memphis directed the raid Mon- 
day night on the house of Jim Murray 
at Memphis, which was believed to be the 
headquarters of the gang. 

With revolvers drawn they burst into the 
house and took three prisoners, two men 
and a woman. They were W. T. Noakes and 
his wife and a man who gave the name of 
Frank Warren, but who, the inspectors say, 
is “ Hand-and-a-Half’’ Kelley, alias L. E. 
Roe, known as a safe blower. 


Two Make Escape. 

Murray and his wife were not at home, and 
it is thought they escaped and crossed the 
Mississippi river in a skiff. Murray is said 
to be one of the most nervy and successful 
yeggmen in the country. 

Hand-and-a-Half Kelley, who lacks 
two fingers of his right hand as the result of 
a safe blowing experience, is known in Iowa, 
Nebraska, and Montana as one of the most 
skillful artists of the “soap and soup” 
among the cracksmen of the west. He has 
done time in state penitentiaries. His last 
appearance in the courts was in September, 
1907, when he was arrested at Sioux City, Ia. 
with three other men, who were accused of 
robbing a bank at Winnebago, Neb., where 
the government money sent to the Winne- 
bago Indian reservation was kept. 

The proof against them was so slight that 
their release was ordered by Gov. Cummins 
when they were demanded by the Nebraska 
authorities. Kelley was again arrested at 
Billings, Mont., but was released. 


Hunted in Chicago. 

Inspector Stuart has been working for 
three months to locate these men, following 
a series of robberies in Illinois towns. He 
made a search for them in Chicago, and it is 
thought they left here because of the hunt. 
One week ago Inspector Lewellyn was sent 
to Memphis to assist in the search for them 
there. 

Only an unofficial report of the capture 
reached the postoffice inspector's office in 
Chicago. No details excepting the names 

of the men arrested were in the information 
that reached the federal building.

“T'd like to have some Kentucky grass on 
my grave.” 

He did not laugh when he said it. 

At 6:35 o'clock Orville Wright, pulling his 
cap tightly over his brow, looked up and 
laughed at Lahm, and then took his seat on 
the outside, at the officer's left.

Round and round the aeroplane went, sev- 
enty-four times about the great drill ground

of air from between the trees or buildings 
rocked it up and down or from side to side like 
a boat in a gentle sea.

SOLDIERS KILL RIOTERS. 


Martial Law in Catalonia Prov- 
inees Leads to Open Bat- 
tles in Streets. 


* 

MADRID, July T. — The outbreaks in the 
historically turbulent provinces of Catalonia, 
which started as a protest against the war in 
Morocco, have reached a stage of open re- 
bellion and revolution. Churches, schools. 
and bridges have been burned and dynamit- 
ed, railroade wrecked, and a convent pil- 
laged® Public buildings have been attacked 
by an armed and determined mob. 

The principal centers of the a been 
are Barcelona, Tarragona, and Gerona. An 
afficial account admits that the troops have 
used their flrearms freely in quelling riots. 
Although there is no official estimate, it is 
believed that the number of killed or wound- 
ed will reach a high figure. 

The latest report from the commander of 
the troops at Barcelona says that pitched 
battles between the troops and the mobs are 
occurring constantly in the streets of the 
city. At Pueblo Nuevo the mobs are firing 
indiscriminately from the shelter of barri- 
cades. The outbreaks are spreading rapidly 
and the police are insufficient to protect the 
property. The arrival of reinforcements has 
been greatly delayed by the tearing up of 
railroads. The government announces that 
it will quell the rebellion with a stern hand. 


Official Note Justifies Siege. 

An official commonique justifying a state 
of siege at Barcelona, Tarragona, and 
Gerona has been issued. It declares that 
grave outbreaks have occurred. It further 
gays that at Barcelona, after the declaration 
of a general strike in the provinces, barri- 
cades v¥re erected in the streets and organ- 
ned assaults were general, the police and 
troops being forced to fire in numerous cases. 
The strikers isolated the city, cutting and 
destroying telephone and telegraph wires 
and also destroying the railroads, thus delay- 
ing the arrival of the soldiers. Telegraph 
communication was restored in part on Tues- 
day. 

At Tarragona the rioters burned the trains, 
set fire to the Tarragona bridge and dyna- 
mited another bridge on the Tarragona rail- 
road. 

The note says that the strikers attacked 
the police station at Pueblo Nuevo and that 
the gendarmes defended it with rifies. The 
mob burned St. Paul's church at St. Antoine 
and wrecked the parochial schools. 


Barcelona Riots Serious. 

BARCELONA, July 27.—Serlous rioting 
has. occurred following the declaration of 
martial law yesterday as the result of the 
general strike in protest against the military 
operations in Morocco and the dispatch to 
that country of large bodies of troops. Sev- 
eral persons have been killed ane a large 
number wounded, 

Violent meetings. have been held during the 
last few days and the general strike was the 
result. There has been much fighting in the 
streets and practically all communications 
hade been destroyed. The food supplies have 
been cut off, resulting in great hardship and 
suffering, especially among, the poor. The 
prices of the necessaries of life are almost 
prohibitive. | 

The strikers cheer the soldiers, but have 
attacked the police of Barcelona and sub- 
urbs.

pistols freely. As a result many innocent 
pedestrians, aw well as rioters, have been 
shot. 

All commercial activities are prostrated 
and service on the tramwaye and railroads 
ae well as cab and carriage service, has 
ceased.

Trouble 
also is reported from the interior towns. 


Battle Frightened Spanish. 

HENDAYE, July 27.—Dispatches smuggled 
into this port from Melilla say that the Span- 
ish troops several times were on the verge of 
rout during the fighting July 25, when the 
Moors succeeded in penetrating their lines and 
capturing the pack mules carrying ammuni- 
tion. One convoy was pillaged after its 
escort had been massacred. 

Inside Melilla the panic was extreme, it 

ing believed that the battle was lost and 
that the troops were being driven into the 
sea. Since then the situation has become 
stationary. 


Sergeant Kills Wounded Colonel. 


The death of Lieut. Col. Hanezmarin on 
July 23 was most dramatic. The Spanish 
regiment was decimated. Hanezmarin was 
wounded and he ordered a sergeant to finish 
him in order to prevent his falling into the 
hands of the Moors to be tortured. The 
sergeant obeyed the order. He closed his 
eyes and sent a bullet into his colonel’s 
heart.

Brers of the Allegheny Country club, na- 
tional champion in 1906, who followed his 
geventy-eight of the first day with a finely 
made seventy-four. Former western cham- 
pion Ned Sawyer of Wheaton finished two 
strokes behind the Smoky City player, and 
like Wood, with whom he was paired, du- 
plicated his total of the initial round.

The irrepressible ‘‘ Chick’’ Evans, who 
peyer strays far off the track of consistency, 
stuck to fourth position and closely was fol- 
Jowed by three Yale men, Robert Gardner of 
Hinsdale, Mason E. Phelps of Midlothian, 
and Harry G. Legg of Minneapolis, who all 
edvanced as a result of the play of yesterday. 

There was plenty of incentive for fast golf. 
the greens being in fine shape and the wind 
light enough to cause but little trouble. Sev- 
enteen of the contestants did better than 
eighty. as against eleven in the first round. 

Chicago carried off three-quarters of the 
qualifying positions, twenty-four of the local 
men getting into the charmed circle of thirty- 
two. Of the remaining eight Denver got 
two, and Minneapolis, Peoria, Indianapolis, 
Toledo, Pittsburg, and St. Louis one each.

WINS IN STRAIGHT HEATS 


El Victress, Chicago Horse, Takes 
2:14 Trot and Baron Me- 
Kinney the 2:20 Class.

Detroit, Mich., July 27.— [Special. ] — The 
Chamber of Commerce pacing race was won 
George Gano, in 
straight heats, with Star Patchen, which was 
the hope of the fielders, second at the finish 
of each mile. ‘ 

At no time after the horses were halt way 
down the homestretch was the result in 
doubt, and although the time ot the winner 
Was go0d—2:04%, 2:05%4/ 2:06%—Gano was at 
his ease all the way and captured each heat 
from behind, never making his drive until 
the three-quarter pole had been passed. 

The third best horse of the half dozen that 
started wag Hoosier Prince, a hoppled pacer 
of Indiana ancestry, expatriated to New 
Hampshire as a 2 year old and cunningly 
brought into form for today’s performance by 
Walter Cox. He was third each trip, landing 
in that position just all easily as Gano and 
Star Patchen grabbed filst and second places. 

Back of the hoppler from New England 
were Geraldine and Annabel Lee trom the 
Geers string, and the man who has four 
times won the Chamber of Commerce stake 
with such giants of the pacing world as Di- 
rect Hal, Baron Grattan, Ardelie, and Wal- 
ter Direct today was in the rear, being beaten 
at the finish for four Place by his ussistant, 
Late Shafer. who had Geraldine. Last of all 


the six starters was the local Wissler Nut- 
lear. 


Gano Heavily Backed. 
But despite the commonplace character of 
‘the finishes the race was a record breaker in 


the matter of pool selling. The New Yorke 
paid $156,000 for Gano last fall began: be — 
money in the box $1,000 at a crackjand the tail end 
of the big pools was sold for $750, Nick Hubinger, 
the Connecticut starchmaker, doing most of the 
buying. When the speculative clip became slower 
and the big men had wagered all they wanted to, 
the odds on Gano lengthened, and when the horses 
were called he was selling 2 to i over the field.

The réally interesting race of the day was that 
for 2:14 trotters, although it was won in straight 
heats by the Chicago mare El Victress, owned by 
Homer Crane. She was the naturAl favorite, sell- 
ing $30 to $28 over the field of six that opposed her. 
and the hopes of the short end buyers centered on 
Jennie Constantine, which had been winning over 
the half mile tracks and taken a record of 2:13%. 

In the first heat La Boudie made the fight with 
El Victress, tgotting a good mile, but the-best she 
could do was to make the black mare step the 
heat in 2:11%. Then Jennie Constantine was 
asked to show her mettle. She trotted two fine 
miles, being beaten only a neck at the finish of 
each, and the time was 2:08.

DUTIES NOT NEEDED. 

The duty on hides which has been in 
force for twelve years has not stimulated 
the production of hides in this country. 
That is not surprising, for they are only 
a by-product. Nobody raises an anima] 
for its hide. At the end of twelve years 
the leather and boot and shoe industries 
of the country are more dependent , on 
the foreign raw material than they were 
at the beginning. The duty is merely 
a tax on them which they shift to the 
American consumers of their products. 

Remove the duty on hides and there 
will be no oceasion for duties on leather 
and shoes as far as the protection of 
American producers is concerned. One 
or two boot and shoe manufacturers 
have had the courage to admit this. Oth- 
ers cannot rid themselves of the belief 
that the duties they now enjoy are life 
preservers without which they could not 
keep afloat. They would find it an easy 
matter to get along without them. . Oth- 
erwise what President Taft describes as 
“the energy and enterprise of American 
business men, the effectiveness of American. 
labor, and the ingenuity of American in- 
ventors” would be lacking in their case. 
The senators who, being against free 
hides, are demanding a reduction of. the 
duties on leather and boots and shoes 
should be gratified. No matter how deep 
the cut may be, there should be no pro- 
tests from any quarter. The main point 
is to get the duty entirely removed from 
hides. Unless that shall be accom- 
plished there will inevitably’ be an ad- 
vance in the price of all leather products, 


CHICAGO’S MILK SUPPLY. 

Some of the aldermen are inclined to 
oppose the efforts of ,the Chicago 
health department in its fight for the 
protection of the milk consumers, in- 
stead of doing all they can to aid 
him. Their aid is needed. A United 
States government investigator has been 
studying the milk supply of Illinois cities. 
His report to the department of agricul- 
ture is anything but flattering, but it 
bears testimony to the effective work the 
health department has been doing, even 
while it shows that many things remain 
to be done before conditions are satisfac- 
tory. 

The report says that the quality of 
the milk supplied to Chicago varies with 
the neighborhood. In some of the resi- 
dence districts of the well-to-do people 
the milk furnished is good, only 9 per 
cent of it being found below grade. It 
is handled in a clean way. It is de- 
livered in the wagons of the large deal- 
ers, who are credited with always sup- 
plying a good article. But conditions 
are different where the poor live. The 
milk depots are described as in general 
unsatisfactory. Cleanliness is little re- 
garded. Skimmed milk, often with water 
added, is sold for whole milk. Tests. 
showed 50 per cent of the milk in these 
sections below grade. The temptation 
to defraud is declared to be so great as 
to overcome any system of inspection 
thus far devised. 

It is not a pleasing story. There is a 
paragraph, however, that is worth not- 
ing. But the chances of getting good 
milk by any one who knows the require- 
ments of such milk are better in Chicago 
than in any of the twenty-six cities of 
10,000 to 60,000 population in IIImols. 
Here again is shown the good that may 
be accomplished by inspection.” That at 
least is gratifying. When the results of 
the study of the government expert in 
other Illinois cities are examined it is 
impossible to escape the conviction that 
Chicago has gained greatly from the per- 
sistence and energy of the department of 
health in the face of all the difficulties 
placed in its way. If what it has ac- 
complished is a criterion, still other ob- 
jectionable features of the milk supply 
will be removed as the days go by if 
the council will stand by the health de- 
partment. . 


THE FIFTY CENT SUIT. 

The late P. T. Barnum was a wise 
man. He said that the people liked to 

humbugged. .The evidence in support 
of his theory is plentiful. The “sucker 
born every minute” grows to manhood 
The lat- 
est champion fisherman among the credu- 
lous is supposed to have had thousands 
of “bites.” The 50 cent suit through 
the endless chain club was the bait used. 
The day’s catch was always large. There 
might have been no limit to the steady 
drafts from the net had not Uncle Sam 
interfered to stop the use of the mails 
for such a business. 

A popular weekly has been making a 
study of some of the advertisements 
through which the incautious are lured. 
More than fifty are reproduced, showing 
the attractive catch lines and the specious 
promises. The grouping of a dozen such 
advertisements is a lesson in itself, en- 
tirely apart from the commentary upon 
them which explains how the game is 
worked. There is a great company of 
people who live on swindling their fellow 
beings. But the swindlers are so few 
relatively as to be completely swallowed 
up in the tremendous army of those who 
are ready and anxious to “bite” ut 
something new. 

There may have been more than 
1,250,000 persons in every state in the 
union, in Canada, and in Mexico” who 
were eager to get a suit of clothes for 
50 cents. One has a natural wonder how 
large the number would be that would 
correctly indicate all the seekers after 
something for nothing, the “get rich 
quickly” contingent, and the restless 
readers of promises of immediate and 
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overthrow of the Diaz régime because of | 
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rankest pessimist thinks that life is all 
a cheat. But even the optimist is aston- 
ished when ‘he has the evidence brought 
before him of the number of people who 
illustrate the rest of Dryden's couplet, 
Let fooled with hope, men favor the 
decgit.” : 6 


THE RIGHTS OF THE UMPIRE. 

Admittedly some method of preserving 
decorum and order and of commanding 
a proper respect for the opinions of the 
umpire is essential to the prosperity of 
the great national pastime, but a ques- 
tion of considerable moment is raised by 
the act of a Chicago arbiter-who used a 
revolver to chase a player off the bases 
and back to bat and to clear the field of 
the spectators who wished to object to 
his decision. 

The umpire having been taken into 
court, there will be. a judicial determina- 
tion of the matter. The first impulse of 
peaceful citizens would lead them to con- 
demn the use of firearms as an unwar- 
rantedly severe method of securing obedi- 
ence, but it must be remembered that the 
umpire is judge in a court unequipped 
with bailiffs, deputy sheriffs, or other 
physical signs of the majesty of the law. 
He represents two branches of the gov- 
ernment, the judicial and executive, and 
stands alone in a position frequently pre- 
carious to make his decisions and enforce 
them. 

No doubt it does seem a hit rigorous 
to bring a player to subjection with a 
revolver, but it must be remembered that 
an umpire usually is either in command 
of the situation or he is in flight. An 
unhappy baseball crowd chased one off 
the field Sunday and ran him two miles 
to his hotel. If a grandstand had not col - 
lapsed and hampered the pursuit at the 
start the arbiter might have been caught 
and lynched. It cannot be expected that 
grandstands will collapse opportunely 
every time, and at the best this is an un- 
satisfactory way of protecting the official, 

A force of bailiffs might be used to 
advantage on the baseball field. The 
idea is worth considering in any event.

A REGRETTABLE DELAY. 


The public, the police department, and 
Inspector McCann are or should be (e- 
sirous of his immediate trial. The 
prosecution said it was ready to go to 
trial this week. It would have deeu 
more satisfactory if the counsel for tha 
defendant had been equally ready. They 
ought to have, even without a care- 
ful study of the indictments against 
him, a good idea of the testimony which 
will be given, and of the remitation of 
the witnesses that will give it. But it 
is the custom of lawyers to ask for a 
little more time fo prepare themselves, 
whether they need it or not. 

When defendant’s counsel suggested 
that the trial begin three weeks hence it 
wéuld have been better it the prosecu- 
tin had accepted the offer, without say- 
ing anything about an interference with 
vacation schedules and possible difficulty 
about finding a judge. But when the 
state said it was ready to agree on 
Aug. 10 the defense should have con- 
sented even if a vacation were shat- 
tered, * f

Monoplane and Biplane.

In aviation the monoplane continues to 
make more rapid progress than the biplane 
and an effort is now being made by many 
designers to reduce thé area of the planes 
and thus to make the machine more compact. 
In a new American biplane, the Curtis, the 
area of the planes has been reduced so much 
that the machine has only about half the 
total spread of the Wright biplane. The 
Curtis, of course, has not the same carrying 
capacity as the Wright, but already it has 
made several satisfactory flights.

A feature of the Goodwood races is that, 
being held in a private park, there is none 
of that outside elemem of gypsies, sharp- 
ers, boothkeepers, itinerant minstrels, and 
tramps which constitute so marked a feature 
of the Derby and of other racemeetings. 
Goodwood house itself stands on the site of 
an old Gothic building, was designed by Sir 
William Chambers, and added to by Wyatt. 
It is full of pictures and treasures of one kind 
and another, Van Dyck, Kneller, Lely. Rey- 
nolds, Gainsborough, and 
represented on the walls, 

The strangest picture, however, is one 
which hung in the billard toom, brought 
from the castle of Aubigny in Frante, which 
was only sold by the grandfather of the pres- 
ent duke, after having been in the posses- 
sion of the dukes of Richmond since the reign 
of Louis XIV., who bestowed the chateau 
and the estates of Aubigny, along with the 
dukedom of Aubigny, upon his emissary to the 
court of St. James, the Bretonne Louise de 
Querouailles, with remainder to her son by 
Charles II., a lad who became the first duke 
of Richmond of the present line. 

This picture gives a complete representa- 
tion of all the phases of the murder of the 
earl of Darnley, husband of Mary queen of 
Scots and a scion of the old Scotch house of 
Lennox. The artist is ‘unknown, but the 
picture undoubtedly was painted in the reign 
of James I. , 

Other features of the house are the well 
nigh priceless Gobelin tapestries, represent- 
ing scenes from Don Quixote, presented to 
the third duke of Richmond by Louis XV., 


| who was likewise the donor of thé celebrated 


Sevres porcelain dinner service, which en- 
joys world wide fame among collectors of 
rare porcelains. There also is the silver 
breakfast service used by Napoleon on the 
morning of the battle of Waterloo, seized on 
the battlefield and presented by the great 
duke of sWellington to the wife of the fourth 
duke of Richmond, the hostese of the famous 
ball at Brussels, on the eve of Waterloo.

Other treasures are a wonderful collection 
of oriental Jewels. They include a splendid 
diamond, which belonged to the founder of 
the Mogul dynasty in India; another wonder- 
‘ful diamond, of a pecuHar dark hue, which 
for many centuries did duty as the eye of 
some idol out in India, and twelve big soll- 
taire diamonds that formed the waistcoat 
buttons of one of the eighteenth century 
kings of Portugal in the days when Brazil 
was still a.dependency of the Portuguese 
crown, and the latter enjoyed the monopoly 
of all precious stones mined in Brazil. 

I have mentioned that the firet duke of 
Richmond was the natural son of Charles II. 
and of Louise de Querouailles, duchess of 
d' Aubigny, in France and duchess of Ports- 
mouth, in England. He was his royal fa- 
ther’s favorite son and was created by him a 
Knight of the Garter when only 9 years old. 

One day when the little fellow was sum- 
moned to the presence of the king the 
Guchess of Portsmouth, finding that the rib- 
bon of the garter was too long to hang about 
his neck, put it on him over the left shoulder, 
crossing the breast tothe right hip, where the 
George hung. 

The king was so much struck by this new 
way of wearing the ribbon that he decteed 
that henceforth all the Knights of the Gar- 
ter should wear their blue ribbon in that 
fashion. Until then the mbbon always had 
been worn around the neo with the George, 
as the jewel of the order is called, suspended 
thereby on the breast. Of this any one can 
assure himself by examining Van Dyck’s 
portraits of Charles I. and of other of his 
contemporaries who were Knights of the 
Garter. ‘ 

Louis XIV. shortly afterward followed the 
example of Charles II. with his order of 
the Holy Ghost. Indeed, all the grand cor- 
dons of knighthood nowadays are worn in 
the fashion maugurated by the first duke of 
Richmond as a 9 year old boy—namely: 
crossing the breast from the shoulder to the 
hip. There are two exceptions to this rule; 
the Italian Order of the Annunciation and 
the Spanish and Austrian Orders of the Gold- 
en Fleece. In the case of the former the 
jewel of the order is worn suspended from 
the neck by a gold chain, while the Golden 
Fleece ie worn in a similar fashion, suspend- 
ed on great occasions to a gold chain, and 
at more ordinary times to a red ribbon worn 
round the throat. 


The marriage of the second duke of Rich- 
mond to Lady Sarah Cadogan, a great 
heiress, was the result of a gambling debt 
of her father, William earl of Cadogan, to 
the first duke of Richmond. Bride and 
bridegroom were mere children at the time, 
Lady Sarah being fetched from the nursery 
and the earl of March, as he was then, from 
the schoolroom in order to go through the 
ceremony of marriage. 

Immediately afterward the young bride- 
groom was packed off under the care of a 
tutor to the continent. He remained sever- 
al years abroad, and eventually returned to 
England a handsome, accomplished young 
fellow, happy in everything except the 
memory of his marriage to a woman whom 
he recalled as an ugly, awkward, dowdy 
little girl. 

He determined to have his fling tn Lon- 
don before he attempted to see her and take 
upon himself the bonds of matrimony. Ac- 
cordingly he attended every theater, among 
others the opera housé, where, between the 
acts, he was emitten by the sight of the 
most lovely girl he had ever seen. If only 
he was a bachelor! 

After long and longing looks at the object 
ot his admiration, he turned to a man who 
was seated beside him, but whom he did not 
know, and asked, Who is that lovely girl 
in the stage box?’ To this he received the 
reply. My dear sir, you must indeed be a 
stranger in London if you do not know the 
toast of the town-—the beautiful Lady 
March.“ Lady March! His own wife! The 
ugly duckling of years ago! It is unneces- 
sary to say that this marriage, contracted | 
under such strange circumstances, turned 
out most ‘happily; so much so that the 
duchess could not long survive her husband, 
and in the words of the contemporary poet:

In the volume no attention has been given 
to linguistic puzsies, unessential allusions, 
and such other thinutia, but where neces- 
sary such information has supplied re- 
garding the setting of the piece and its place 
im life or Hterature as seemed necessary tor 
its correct interpretation. Long selections, 
sometimes whole pieces, have been chosen 
rather than @ greater number of short ex- 
tracts, which would have made possible the 
inclusion of a larger number of authors. But 
those authors enumerated in the contents are 
fairly representative of the galaxy that have 
contributed to the literature of our language 
and the omissions are but slight and insig- 
nificant. 

Though the book was designed for the use 
of students, and among them will doubtless 
have its widest circulation, it is a storehouse 
and treasury for the general reader as woll, 
for in it are contained selections from books 
almost unprocurable by the busy person, 
or from books not so vitally important to one 
who is not a student of literature as to war- 
rant thelr inclusion in a small library to the 
exclusion ot more necessary works. In the 
latter class might be included many of the 
writings of middle English, or those classified 
as of the later middie ages or of the period of 
transition to modern times. Therefore this 
book has a large field of usefulness. Ite au- 
thor’s position In the world of scholars is 
guaranty enough of the taste and discrimina- 
tion that have guided the selection, and it 
should find a ready welcome among à large 


| coterie of readers. 


After Mies Imogen Clark has got bravely 
over the perplexing beginning of her story, 
so that the assumption of another’s name 
and profession by the heroine appears not 
only plausible and proper but the Inevitable 
thing after she is really launched upon the 
business of telling the story A CHARMING 
HUMBUG” (Dutton), her work can best be 
described by the adjective used with refer- 
ence to the fair heroine, charming: 

It is a love romance, of course, but it hase 
refreshing gayety to it, the personages make 
good acquaintances, and are admirably suit- 
ed to the parts assigned to them in the plot. 
There is not much to it save that Agatha 
Calvert determines to assume the name and 
profession of an old friend who is prevented 
by an accident from fulfilling an engagement 
to be the governess for a small youth in the 
country. One of the main reasons the girl 
gives is that she has ever been looking foran 
opportunity to make people like her for her- 
self and not for her money and the position 
acquaintance with her would give them. 

From the time that the girl arrives at the 
destined post to the end, in which we see the 
culmination of the love that has sprung up 
between her and a friend who is living with 
her host and is ignorant of her relationship 
to the man who wrought the financia} ruin of 
his family, there is here a pleasant play of 
humor, nfirth, and the joy of life that is 
diverting and cheering as well. The boy 
adds his share to the enjoyment of the tale, 
for he is boyishly original, and the girl her- 
self fully bears out the appellation that is 
accorded her in the title of the book. 

All the honors of the days when freebooting 
soldiers made their way through Europe, 
when Charies ruled in England and Gustavus 
Adolphus dreamed of a wide empire, have 
found a place in Rupert Lorraine’s “ THE 
WOMAN AND THE SWORD” (McClurg).

The style of accomplishing these things Is 
sensational and exclamatory, and more than 
anything else defeats the purpose and value 
of the book. The earmarks of Mr. Varney’s 
novitiate as an author are everywhere evi- 
dent. He knew not how to handie his mate- 
rial nor how to make pictures that would be

DISCUSS A MERGER 
OF TAXING BODIES 


‘Assembly Subcommitteemen’ 
Consider Plan for Action 
Against Reviewers.

RAISES MANY ile ea 


Board Works Busily at Expense 
of Packers, the Conrad Seipp | 
Estate, and Others. 


While the “legislative subcommittee op 
revenue was in session yesterday discus- 
sing plans for action the board of 
review, the reviewers Were busily engaged 
increasing the revenues of the county by rais- 
ing the figures of the assessors. The packing 
companies and the estate of Conrad Seipp 
were hit particularly hard, 

The legislative body held its initial session 
in the morning, laid plans for a broad in- 


vestigation into the reviewing and taxing ’ 


systems. At its adjournment Chairman 
Charles Lederer stated that some of the 
members were in favor of a recommendation 


to dispense entirely with the board of review- 


ers by letting the board of assessors do its 
own reviewing, and that ſt was the unani- 


mous opinion of the oommitteemen that the 
proposed law should allow an appeal to the 


county courts from the figures of either 
board, . 

Anton J. Cermak was elected secretary of 
the subco ittee, and hie first official act 
was to send written invitations to the review- 
ers and assessors to attend future meetings, 
which will be held in room 707 of the County 


building every Tuesday until the committee 
accomplishes the purposes of its appoint- 
The presence of these officials is de- 


ment. 
sired so they might personally explain the 
charges of alleged favoritism that complain- 
ants make. 


Adopts a Fair Play Rule. 

To avoid reckless attacks on officials, the 
subcommittee adopted a rule that a synopsis 
of all complaints must be put in writing and 
scanned by the board before any public testi- 
mony will be allowed. 

When the body hears al! complaints it will 
seek their cause, and then draft a bill to 
remedy errors and defects. Several persons 
were on hand to testify at the first session, 
but were told to reduce what they had to 
writing and come back next Tuesday. All 
who have grievances of any character against 
either the taxing or reviewing systems, and 
persons designated as receiving special favors 
at the hands of either board, will be invited 
to be present, and if they refuse, the sub-

Body Without Authority 

In this connection it may de stated the 
Fieldstack committee, of which the Lederer 
body is a subcommittee, has all the dignity 
and authority of a voluntary organization of 
citizens desirous of ascertaining certain 
facts, but without ‘commission from any 
known ‘source to conduct an investigation. 

The general assembly adjourned sine die 
and therefore is dead. Its powers cannot 
be revived by any act of its own. Its com- 
mittees have passed away and no step which 
any one of them can take could give it au- 
thority. 

The revenue committee of the assembly, of 
which Mr. Fieldstack was chairman, is as 
dead as the rest of the legislature. He as 
an individual and the other members of the 
committee as individuals can investigate 
anything which is willing to be investigated, 
but have no power to summons witnesses, , 
compel the production of evidence, or con- 
duct an inquiry in an official fashion. ’ 

‘Chairman Lederer of the subcommittee 
during the day issued the following statement 
regarding its deliberations: 

„We decided to sit down tight on the lid 


— 


and scan all evidence carefully before it is 


introduced in a public meeting so as to avoid 
mud slinging. Some of our members be- 
lieve the county can dispense with the re-. 
viewers by having the assessors do their own 
reviewing. The,assessors meet only a few 
hours each day 1 and they could easily 
sit a little longer. We all agree that an ap- 
peal to court should be allowed from all as- 
sessments.” 


Fairbank Estate Shrinks. 


Representations made before the board of 
review during the day indicate that many 
investments made by the late N. K. Fair- 
bank turned out badly. The exact value of 
the estate appears to have been in doubt for 
some time, but the matter has been brought 
to a focus through the threat of Kimball E. 
Valentine, the city’s tax expert, to bring 
suit to recover back taxes on $961,000. A 
final adjustment of. the value had been ex- 
pected at the day’s meeting, but the case 
had to go. over for another week because 
Trustee Benjamin Carpenter showed the re- 
viewers off hand that $127,000 worth of the 
estate’s securities were worthless, and prom- 
isei additional figures to prove that other 
values have shrunk. 

The assessors’ figures on the Seipp estate 
were increased $125,000, being raised from 
$750,000 assessed valuation to $876,000, the 
amount the reviewers fix. Last year the 85 
tate paid taxes on $1,250,000. 

The board added $450,000 to the $3,000,000 
assesment against Swift & Co., $150,000 to the 
$1,000,000 assessment for Armour & Co.'s 
main office at 206 La Salle street, and $375,000 
to the $2,500,000 assessment covering the 
stockyards property. The $25,000 assessment 
of the North American Provision company 
was raised to $28,750, that of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican Provision company from $666.000 to 
$759,000, that of the G. H. Hammond com- 
pany from $129,600 to $148,925, Libby McNeil 
& Libby from $400,000 to 8460. 000 and the 
Omaha Packing company (Viles & Robbins) 
was increased from $275,000 to $316,200. 

The Wiliam Kirkwood estate, which the as- 
sessore valued at $500,000 was reduced by the 
reviewers to 820,000.

NEW YORK, July 27.—[Special. j—Interest

Steel corporation scheduled to take place 
after the market's close. 

Early in the day there was a disposition on 
the part of ‘traders whose operations ac- 
counted for practically all the small volume 
of business of the day to move cautiously, 
but the sharp rise in Union Pacific. carrying 
that stock to a new high record only an 
eighth ot a point under 200, together with an 
advance in Steel common running above a 


point, turned prices forward all along the 
line. 


The strength was maintained up to the end 
of the day, when closing quotations in a 
majority of cases represented gains of a 
point or a trifle less over the fina! prices of 
Monday. At the meeting of the Steel cor- 
poration directors a quarterly dividend at 
the rate of 3 per cent per annum was de- 
clared on common stock, an increase of 1 per 
cent per annum over the former rate. This 
advance fulfilled the expectations enter- 
tained in Wall street, at least in conservative 
quarters, and its justification is found in the 
flattering earnings statement for the June 
quarter made public subsequent to the di- 
rectors’ session. 7 


Net Earnings show Gain. 

Ne earnings for the three months of April. 
May, and June were $8,613,000, 80661, 000, and 
$11,516,000, respectively, disclosing an ex- 
pansion fully up to current reports. Total 
earnings for the period marked a gain of 
$6,399,000 over those of the March quarter, 
and $9,054,000 over similar returns for the 
June quarter a year ago, 
nage, the unfilled orders on the corporation’s 
books places this at 4,047,000, an increase of 
515,000 tons over unfilled: orders at the end of 
the March quarter, and 744,000 tons in excess 
of those on the corporation’s books at the end 
of June, 1908. 

How far the company has progressed from 
the depressed conditions of 1908 is best 
shown by the fact that after all deduc- 
tions, including that for an increased 
dividend on the common stock, a sur- 
plus of $5,804,000 was reported, whereas 
at the end of the March. quarter in 1908, 
with a smaller dividend to subtract, the 
final surplus was only $7,865. Earnings of 
$11,516,000 for the month of June mark the 
first effect of the returning tide of prosperity 
which now is running full. Owing to the 
great increase in orders since the close of the 
June quarter and the higher prices which the 
corporation now is obtaining on practically 
all it produces, the current quarter’s earn- 
ings should duplicate the best returne of the 
past. By their conservative course in respect 
to the dividend today the directors left the 
way open to the restoration of the old 4 per 
cent rate later this year if the crops and tariff 
are satisfactory.

more active deliveries, which put 
to 24 points above yesterday's last

A carload of soap from Philadelphia and a 
ear of wire from Trenton, N. J., were deliv- 
ered im Seattle in ten days from the date of 
ghipment, and. a car of push carts was trans- 
ported from the factory in Michigan to Ta- 
coma in ten days.
